CONVERSION WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—Scientists believe ground- 

swells occur only in oceans, but politicians know 
better. They Have seen them with their own eyes in the farm belt 
around election time, and know they are not the result of seismic, but 
hand-made, disturbances.

sailles and the attempt to enslave a 
great people I recall the loving kind- 
ness of the German nation toward its 
enemies and the hopeful augury of the 
treaty they made with the Russians 
when they had them by the throat. 
A generous lot the Germans were, as 
they had demonstrated in their deal- 
ings with France in 1870 and when

an erring brother in the Ermine. 


In a way it seems 
a shame the *Ger- 
didn't win 

because surely the 
world would have been much better 
off today, so gracious were the 
Kaiser's hosts in all their terms with 
conquered people and so loath to ex- 
ploit for sordid gain or the enhance- 
ment of their own prestige the help- 
less plight of a beaten foe. Calais 
they would have let alone because, 
after all, it wasn’t really theirs though 
theirs it would have been for the 
taking. Belgium would have been 
kept sovereign and independent and 
Germany would have helped her to 
her feet and brushed her off. It is 
grotesque to think they might. have 
interfered with Britain's trade or 
soaked up Poland, except in a brother- 
ly way for the Polish people's own 
protection, and if they had sent armies 
to parade along Whitehall or the 
Place. De La Concorde those troops 
would have gone as emissaries of 
peace, not to humilitate the natives or 
enforce the payment of cash indemni- 
ties. The Germans, not being preda- 
tory but wishing only to live in peace 
and be let alone, would have made no 
passes at any islands off our coasts, 
suitable for naval bases, would have 
reaffirmed the Monroe doctrine with- 
out our asking, and doubtless, would 
have let us keep our navy intact. 
And of course they would have spurn- 
ed all thought of a cash penalty for 
mie error in resisting their beneficial 
will.

Yes, the treaty of Ver- 
sailles was a poisonous 
document inflicting 
vengeance on a_ noble 
race but there was no way of knowing 
at the time that Germany was kind 
and good.

Ninety years ago the first public 
operation under ether anesthesia was 
done in Massachusetts general hos- 
pital by Dr. Warren, chief surgeon of 
the famous Boston hospital, with Dr. 
W. T. G. Morton administering the 
ether. Morton had carried on experi- 
ments with ether under great secrecy, 
fearful that some one else might steal 
his idea and put it into practice. 
Morton was a dentist, beginning the 
study of medicine. 

But at least four years before the 
young doctor in Jefferson, Ga., Craw- 
ford W. Long, had guccessfully em- 
ployed ether as an anesthetic for re- 
moval of a cystic tumor of the jaw. 
The operation was painless and the 
patient, James Venables, was delicht- 
ed with the performance. Unfortunate- 
ly, Dr. Long did not know the ropes, 
or perhaps there were no ropes in 
those days. Anyway, he failed to re- 
port his discovery and his experience 
in the medical press before the medi- 
cal society, and so the credit goes to 
others who were more advanced in the 
art of publicity. 

Dr. Long did not discover ether. 
His discovery of anethesia was more 
an accidental one. It had been the 
pastime of gatherings of young peo- 
ple in his village to have what they 
called “ether frolics.”” Some travelling 
lecturer had introduced this game and 
the ether to the community. The boy 
or girl would pour some ether on a 
towel and inhale it until he or she 
became exhilerated, giddy and mildly 
intoxicated. In one such gathering a 
negro boy was seized and forcibly 
etherized. He went completely under, 
and they became frightened and ealled 
Dr. Long. The boy presently awoke 
all right, but Dr. Long had his idea, 
and not long afterward found the op- 
portunity to put it to the test. 

_ An ether jag is not half bad, as 
Jags go. I haven't tried all kinds, 
only ether and hashish (Cannabis 
Indica, Indian hemp). One hashish ~ 


jag was plenty. But when I was an 


interne I sniffed some ether every 
time I got hold of it—until one day 
it made me sick, and I have never 
craved it since, except when I was 
operated on. 

Nitrous oxide (laughing gas) was 
introduced to dentistry about the same 
time that Dr. Long first used ether 
anesthesia. This anesthetic, too, was 
brought to the dentists’ attention by 
a travelling lecturer who gave a pub- 
lic exhibition of its effects in Hart- 
ford. A young dentist named Horace 
Wells was in the audience, and he 
had a great idea. Next day he persuad- 
ed the lecturer named Colton, to ad- 
minister the gas to him while a 
brother dentist extracted one of his 
teeth. “I did not feel so much as the 
prick of a pin,” he declared, and be- 
xan using nitrous oxide regularly in 
his practice, 

Several other anesthetics with vir- 
tues for special purposes have been 
introduced to medicine, dentistry, sur- 
gery and obstetrics, but prohably 
ether and nitrous ovide are still the 
most widely employed and the safest. 

People who dread operations now- 
adays can scarcely conceive what an 
ordeal surgery was for the patient 
in the days before ether.

While officials of the joint commit- 
tee declined to for publica- 
tion merits of the complaints against 
the tax on surpluses, they expressed 
belief privately it might be 
io work ont an exemption on expenii- 
tures made for expansion of physical 
plant facilitres, 

They indicated, however, they would 
he opposed to including certain other 
forms of expansion, such as increased 
capitalization for investment houses, 
in such exemptions. They were equal- 
tv cold toward the suggestion for ex- 
*mpting debt payments, contending it 
would be possible for firms to create 
unnecessary debts and pay them off 
merely to avoid the tax.
